>A: A minor correction first. The USCG stopped the use of Morse on the medium 
>and longwave maritime mobile bands, but not on HF. In reality, medium and 
>longwave maritime traffic has always been a small fraction of ship-to-shore 
>traffic, owing to propagation as much as mode used. All of the US Armed 
>Forces still use Morse on HF on a regular basis. The decision to drop low 
>frequency coverage was most likely driven by shrinking budgets.

> SITOR and satellite services rather than paying the salary of a crew member to

I was interested to learn from the USCG Local Notices to Mariners that 
while the 500Khz CW service has been discontinued, the 517Khz SITOR service 
is still being supported. According to the USCG "there are no plans to 
discontinue 517Khz SITOR service at the present time". 


Sounds like a pretty clear opting for one mode over another to me.
